STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) — 
Russian author Boris Pasternak 
turned down the $41,420 Nobel Lit- 
erature Prize Wednesday. The 
writer who dared criticize life un- 
der Communist rule has been un- 
der almost ceaseless Soviet press 
attack since the prize was an- 
nounced Saturday. 


“Because of the meaning attrib- 
uted to this award in the society 
I live in I ought to say no thanks 
to the undeserved prize awarded 
me,” he cabled. “Do not take my 
voluntary refused with any ill 
will.” 


This cable to the Swedish Royal 
Academy was a switch for the 68- 
year-old author of the novel, “‘Doc- 
tor Zhivago.” Last Saturday he 


The attack on him was taken up 
Wednesday by a leader of the So- 
viet youth organization, Kom- 
somol. He demanded that Paster- 
hak get out of the Soviet Union 
because he has ‘‘defiled those by 
whose toil he lives and breathes.” 
WIDELY READ 

Pasternak’s book was ignored in 
the Soviet Union after its comple- 
tion in 1956. It was rejected for 
publication there but he got into 
print in the West and is being 
widely read.

At the same time, the article 
denounced Pasternak’s award 
once again as politically inspired. 

The scientists—Pavel Cherenkov 
Igor Tamm, and Ilya Frank—are 
expected to come to Stockholm 
Dec. 12 to accept the award. of

Bucks GOP Leadership 


In New York to rally the Republi- 
cans, President Eisenhower did not even 
make a speech in populous Manhattan. 
The address he made was a “soft sell,” 
omitting all the harsh strictures he em- 
ployed in California. | 

In New York to cheer the GOP, Vice 
President Nixon was allowed to make 
just one speech and that to a county 
only—not to Manhattan. He spoke in 
Nassau County, heavily Republican. 

Why? 

There is just one reason, Nelson 
Rockefeller, who has a good chance to 
defeat Democratic incumbent Averell 
Harriman, is not really running as a Re- 
publican.

Unit System Distranchises 
Georgians in Urban Areas 


Authorities on population trends are now certain that some time 
during this past year Georgia became an “urban’’ state for the first 
time in its history. By this they mean that more people, by at 
least a fraction of a percentage point, now live in the larger coun- 


ties than in the small. 

This being true, the county unit 
system, which gives political con- 
trol to the small centers of popu- 
lation, is growing more unfair 
each day. 


However, it should be kept in 
mind that even on the basis of 
the official census of 1950, it was 
possible for only 28.1 per cent of 
the state’s population to control 
both houses of the Legislature 
and to elect the governor and oth- 
er state officials. As Al Smith 
used to say: “Let’s take a look 
at the record.” 

In 1950 Georgia’s population 
was 3,444,578, and of these in- 
habitants 1,227,160 lived in coun- 
ties with six unit votes (35.6 per 
cent); 907,028 in counties with 
four unit votes (26.3 and 


two unit vote counties averaged 
5,415. 

And yet another way: The 
range of population per unit vote 
ran from a minimum of 10,305 to 
a maximum of 78,929 in the six 
unit counties; from 5,246 to 12,460 


a maximum of 10,506 in the two 
unit counties. 

And finally: On the basis of the 
1950 census, the 22 largest coun- 
ties had a population of 1,734,629 


. —0or even then 50.4 per cent of the 


total — but could muster only 
25.4 per cent of the unit votes 
needed to elect state officials or 
control the legislature. 

No state in the Union has a 
system so patently unfair to the

New Farm Plan 


Sen. Talmadge said Wednesday it is essential that 
a new farm program be devised which will assure the 
farmer of his rightful share in the general prosperity. 


“The farmer has a right to ex- 
pect from the federal government 
protection equivalent to that re- 
ceived by labor 
through the mini- 
mum wage and 
industry through 
tariffs and sub- 
sidies,” he de- 
clared. 

Talmadge’s re- 
marks on farm 
and related problems were pre- 
pared for the 25th annual meeting 
of the National Agricultural 
Chemicals Assn. in Savannah. 


In sharp criticism of the pres- 
ent Republican administration, 
Talmadge charged that its pro- 
gram for agriculture “has failed 
the farmers of America misera- 
bly.” 


The senator reviewed the farm 
program which he proposed in a 
bill to the 85th Congress, and 
pledged that he would re-offer it 
at succeeding sessions until 


“something concrete and con-| 
structive is done for the farm- | 


ers.”” 


His plan calls for elimination of 
all acreage controls and govern- 
ment loans; assignment to each 
farmer of a domestic production 
quota expressed in terms of unit 
measurements; guarantee to each 
farmer a sales price support of 


the difference between the price 
he receives for his domestic pro- 
duction quota and 100 per cent 
of parity.

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Heart Patients Had 


An Intense Drive 


In the past, victims of heart 
attacks found consolation in the 
idea that their illness was brought 
on by hard work, laudable ambi- 
tion and selfless devotion. This 
view was so prevalent, some em- 
ployers catered to men who sur- 
vived coronary thrombosis be- 
cause they were conscientious and 
serious-minded. 


The theory lost its popularity 
when researchers began to blame 
a luxurious high fat diet for hard- 
ening of the coronary arteries. 
This carried the stigma that mem- 
bership in the coronary club was 
more dependent on eating than on 
doing. 


But many physicians were re- 
luctant to accept the idea that 
too much dietary fat was the only 
cause of coronary disease. They 
see too many high-strung and ag- 
gressive individuals who get heart 
attacks. Many of their cardiac 
patients lived beyond their normal 
capacity and tempo. 


These persons have an intense 
drive and find it difficult to dele- 
gate responsibility. The majority 
have no hobbies and concentrate 
on their careers. All too often, 
especially in younger executives 
and managers, an unusual period 
of stress preceded the attack. 


John, a 46-year-old business- 
man, for example, worked 70 
hours or more a week, trying to 
launch a new venture. He was 
able to take this punishment until 
he became involved in extensive 
preparations for the wedding of 
his eldest daughter. The extra 
strain was followed by coronary 
thrombosis. 


It is true that many ambitious 
persons play as hard as they 
work. They eat well, and in this 
respect the dietary aspect cannot 
be dismissed. On the other hand, 
while members of the coronary 


-\club may continue wearing their 


medals for good conduct, hard 
work, and conscientiousness, they 
should take stock of what they 
are doing and profit from past 
mistakes. 


Meanwhile, fats ought to be re- 
stricted, especially if overweight 
or the cholesterol level is high. 
Vegetable oils and plant steroids 
help minimize the fatty substances 
that adhere tod the inner wall of 
the coronary artery and lead to 
arteriosclerosis and coronary

Trouble Brews When ‘Forcing’ Begins 


As far as form goes, the bowler in today’s sketch is off to a 
good start. His backswing has been co-ordinated with the third 
step of his footwork. The swing has been grooved close to the 
body and the ball is ready to fall 
forward, of its own weight, as 
the delivery is completed. 


Yet, this is the point at which 
trouble may be brewing. At this 
point, there’s a tendency to rush 
things — to “attack” the pins. 
This is the time to let the ball 
drop downward of its weight and 
complete its pendulum motion in 
co-ordination with the final slid- 
ing finish of the four-step foot- 
work. The speed at which the 
ball will be rolled has—or should 
have—already been determined. 
Now is no time to exert special 
physical effort to try for addi- 
tional speed. Movement from this point to the finish of the de- 
livery is subconscious. Forget the ball. Concentrate on the pins 
and on the spot or board that will be your target. 


‘10-30 


What happens if, at this point, you suddenly rush the delivery? 
Co-ordination between footwork and swing is disrupted, and. the 
arm is pulled out of its groove. The ball is driven high on the 
head pin, or across to the “Brooklyn’’ side. Anything you might 
have built up in the way of form is nullified. 


So just let the ball nose downward of its own weight, at a 
speed already determined by the length of the opening push-away. 
Keep the hand in a fixed position so that the fingers will be 
ready to perform their function of providing spin action. Don’t 
rush or force the ball at this point—it is one of the critical phases 
of the delivery. Adhere to proper bowling form here, and correct 
procedure comes easy.

I often wonder if us wacky 
Waltonites go out of our way 
to give fish credit for more 
brains than they actually pos- 
sess. We look for something new 
that an underwater critter would 
have to be a Rube Goldfish to 
figure out, and if we can’t find 
such a lure, we waste at least 
a few of the precious hours al- 
lotted to us on this earth, trying 
to invent one, 


I'm as bad as the next guy. 
I’ve rum the gamut of fish 
callers, alarm clocks in water- 
tight fruit jars and underwater 
lights that blink out dots and 
dashes to attract curious, sub- 
merged citizens. I thought I'd 
seen them all, until a couple of 
Sunday nights ago when we 
were with Bill and Betty Street, 
watching Skip Thomas put on 
his fascinating 6 o’clock show 
“Two Bells,” over WAGA-TV. 


Skip really brought one up 
from the bottom of the tackle 
box. His guest was George 
Hopkins, local attorney, whose 
hobby is odd and unusual pat- 
ents on gadgets’ designed to 
make life less complicated and 
frustrating for the species to 
which we belong. And you don’t 
have to ask—the angler-inven- 
tors have come up with their 
share of queer devices. 


What caught Bill Street’s eye 
was a patent secured in 1894, by 
a fisherman named William R. 
Lamb. It consisted of a round 
or oval mirror, attached to the 
line in such a way that the bait- 
ed hook hung down in front of 
the mirror and a few inches 
away from the surface. 


The wording in the patent de- 
scription, pointing out how this 
arrangement puts the average 
underwater swimmer in such a 
state of mind that he cannot re- 
sist it, is so priceless that I 
called George Hopkins, who 
very graciously gave me a copy 
of Patent No. 515,001. 


) 


For your information, this is 
how fisherman-inventor Lamb 
had his mirror-hook arrange- 
ment sized up, and I quote from 
the patent description: 


“In using the apparatus, a bait 
(s) is put on the hook (h), and 
let down into the water with the 
mirror which serves as a sink- 
er, until its lower edge just 
touches the bottom. In this po- 
sition, the fish (B) when ap- 
proaching the bait (s), will see 
the reflection (B) of himself in 
the mirror, also coming for the 
reflection of the bait (s’), and 
will be made bolder by the sup- 
posed companionship, and more 
eager to take the bait before 
his competitor seizes it. He 
will lose his caution, and take 
the bait with a recklessness that 
greatly increases the chances of 
his being caught on the hook.” 


Inventor Lamb also claimed 
that an even better rig was to 
have a mirror in two parts, set 
at an angle to one another, so 
the approaching fish would dis- 
cover several other rivals, in-
